subject problems cattle breeding, for from scien- 
tific standpoint the whole matter still practically 

untouched problem. true that are beginning know 
little something about the inheritance color and horns 
cattle, and some tentative efforts have been made milk 
production; but, general, the scientist present able 
tell the cattle breeder little that definite beyond what 
himself has already learned from his own experience. The 
thing that the breeder most desires learn how produce 
what wants, and then how reproduce after has 
once got it. also wants able accomplish these 
results the most and direct method possible. 

The practical has already accomplished wonders 
empirical methods; but finds that his methods are un- 
certain. What has done once, often finds himself un- 
able again. Where one man succeeds another fails. 
Bates and other early breeders cattle produced phenom- 
enal results; others trying produce similar results simi- 
lar methods have failed Where was the difference? 
Was the men? part, undoubtedly, yes. But the 
other hand, probable that fortune favored the few—that 
the element chance entered considerable extent, 
and that some succeeded when others failed just because 
they happened make the proper selections without know- 
would greatly the breeder’s gain this element 
chance could eliminated, and the work the scien- 
tist away with it. Careful studies inheritance 
plants and the smaller animals, such rats, mice, guinea- 
pigs, and the like, where large numbers may obtained, 
have enabled the investigator obtain certain results direct- 
and with certainty, -and even able predict what 
new forms can made and how long will take produce 
them. But more importance are the board laws governing 
inheritance which are this way being brought light, and 
which may found have general application not only 
cattle breeding, but even inheritance man 
purpose you very briefly what hints the 
modern findings genetics, the scientific study heredity, 
may offer toward answers two three the important 
questions which confront the cattle breeder. 

One the most important conclusions modern genetics 
that different characters behave inheritance definite 
units which are ordinarily independent one another. 
course, the characters themselves, such horns, black hair 
and the like, not exist the egg sperm, but they are 
represented there something which responsible for their 
later development, and these somethings are called 
what the atom the chemist—the units which, their 
different combinations, makes the see the 
adult forms. The biologist has neveryseen factor any more 
than the chemist has seen atom; and more likely 
that ever will, though may able teil just where 
located the germ and how behaves inheritance. 

‘illustration may serve make the matter clearer. 
Black color cattle definite character and represented 


the germ single unit factor which for convenience 
may designate the letter the factor for black 
absent from both the sperm and egg, there other way 
for get in, and the resulting animal will red when 
otherwise would have been black. Now supposing had 
breed cattle like the Holstein-Friesian but red-and-white 
instead black-and-white, and wished make black- 
and-white breed it.

The difficulty that with which desire, there may come 
also multitude undesirable factors, and will then be- 
come necessary get rid these, while retaining the black.

Not only would the germ plasm 
the Angus bring the factor for black color, but with 
would come factor for hornlessness, well all the other 
factors which produce meat rather than milk. would 
the elimination these factors, that getting back 
the Holstein-Friesian type, that should experience our 
greatest for about these factors that know 
practically nothing definite the present time. are led 
believe, however, that definite units are concerned and 
the work the future unravel them. 


This brings second matter great importance, and 
that that seldom possible tell from the appearance 
carrying single double any particular factor. 
explanation this last, let consider again the case given 
above. animal comes from two black parents and re- 
ceives the black-factor (B) from both, its resulting germinal 
composition will BB, and will develop into black ani- 
mal. But let suppose that received from only one 
parent, say from its sire, while the dam, being red, could not 
furnish B-factor the egg. result, the egg after ferti- 
lization with sperm carrying the composition Bb. 
But, this case, one dose seems effective two, 
and the resulting animal again black. The two animals 
look alike, but know they are different, and their breeding 
history will different; for while under certain conditions 
one them (Bb) will produce some red offspring the other

other respects. Such animals are most likely found 
closely related stock, here see once why close 
breeding tends very quickly type—fewer new factors 
are being brought in, and consequently there greater uni- 
formity. This idea separate and relatively independent 
units enables understand then how close-breeding tends 
soon make group animals not only much alike ap- 
pearance, but also that will breed relatively true. the 
other hand, out-breeding produces diversity and instability, 
and although some cases the animals may look alike, they 
will found reality very diverse when judged 
their progeny. 

But the breeder well aware, inbreeding possesses its 
dangers well its advantages. How can account for 
The explanation really very simple. breeding 
continually the same line animals and not going outside, 
there continual recombination the same factors, but 
new ones are being brought the recombinations 
that take place with each new generation, there always 
danger that some factor will lost out, and once gone from 
the line, there way getting back long the in- 
breeding continued. Thus were breeding black-and- 
white and red-and-white cattle, and some time should 
neglect save any black-and-whites, that factor was 
lost out from our strain, have already seen, there would 
way get back except outside and get new 
black animal. Now certain factors must essential the 
proper development and good health the individual. Let 
suppose that are such factors, and that the 
course inbreeding they are lost out. The will 
sickly deformed offspring. And the worst is, has 
been pointed out, that often cannot tell from the appear- 
ance animals how they are constituted regards their 
heritable factors, and consequently our selection has 
done largely the dark. The breeder much the position

From the foregoing, easy understand why great 
results have been obtained and why has 
been employed greater less extent the 
all our important breeds. also see why results are 
uncertain, and why many hopeful beginning has resulted 
dismal failure. knew all about the factors and their 
inheritance, there reason wky should not practice 
inbreeding with impunity; but our present ignorance the 
method indeed, has often been said, two-edged tool. 


Relation Breeding #amily Lines.—The same principles 
apply here that just been discussed under inbreeding. 
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The method developing and breeding distinct strains, lines 
families fact method relatively close breeding, 
differing only degree from close inbreeding, and, therefore, 
possessing lesser degree both the advantages and the 
dangers that practice. Like many things life, 
compromise, and very useful one. Probably, the 
existing state knowledge, safe rule for the breeder fol- 
low would somewhat follows: Breed fairly closely 
within the same strain for 
the points desired. But keep close watch and signs are 
noticed weakness deterioration, breed animals little 
less closely related else others the same strain which 
are strong the characters which show tendency weak. 
must confess that best this cut-and-try method, but 
probably the best can expect until our knowledge 
the factors and their inheritance more extensive and 
more definite than now. 

Relation understand that Importation 
was the primary topic this meeting, and, therefore, 
will timely inquire how the facts have been discuss- 
ing bear this subject. see the matter, there may 
two good reasons for the continued importation cattle (to 
specific, let say Guernseys) from Europe. The first 
bring factors which not have our native-bred 
cattle, have lost out; the second may that the native 
supply not able the demand. not concerned 
now with the second reason, let turn our attention for 
moment the first. 

The type Guernsey which popular this country 
somewhat different from the breed found its native 
Island; for our conditions want animal which some- 
what larger and more hardy, but yet retaining, possible, all 
the good qualities the original stock. Most our breeders 
have been working toward this new type, which means, ac- 
cording our interpretation, that they have selected some- 
what different combination hereditary units order 
obtain it. The question is, have they doing lost any 
the desirable qualities from the foundation stock came 
from Europe? so, that would good reason for further 
importations order recover the lost factors. But 
such loss has occurred, why should stock different type 
continually introduced, since what wanted uniformity, 
and breeding diverse types leads diversity? 

have sought for means answering the above questions 
how our »red Guernseys compare milk and 
butter with their Island relatives, that being the 
function prime importance strictly dairy breed. Com- 
parison made the number Advanced Registry 
sons and daughters produced dams the two groups. 
Milk records Guernseys Europe comparable with our 
own not being available, seemed best compare the records 
native-bred stock with these imported animals made 


after their importation. Fortunately, the “‘List Great 
Producing published the February, 1913, number 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal furnishes admirable 
selection material for such comparison, the only disad- 
vantage being that the proportion imported native-bred 
cows necessarily small. obviate this difficulty, the 
records have been reduced percentages. Furthermore, 
was not feasible this time consider the whole number

which have been admitted Advanced Registry. 
restricted, the list includes 319 American-bred Guern- 
sey dams and Imported Guernsey dams. Where 
re-entry has been made with higher record, such higher 
record has all cases been chosen for the computations. 


The distribution the cows the two groups with respect 
milk production and butter-fat production shown 
Figs. and The numbers are reduced percentages, 
that each column represented the per cent. the total 
number cows that fall that class. The dotted area, 
bounded the unbroken line, indicates milk production; 
the broken line refers the butter-fat records for the same 
cows. The numbers put below the classes really indicate the 
lower limit records assigned that class, thus the col- 
pounds butter represented the percentage animals 
which produced anywhere between 5,000 and 6,000 pounds 
milk, and also (by the broken line) those that produced 
from 300 350 pounds butter-fat. 


There are many factors, such age, care, feeding, etc., 
which are involved these figures, and one must cautious 
drawing conclusions from such data. the whole, how- 
ever, may said that there striking difference be- 
tween the two groups cows. both cases, the largest per- 
centage cows (24.4% the American-bred; 23.4% the 
Imported) falls the class having production from 8,000 
9,000 pounds milk. Looking fat production, see 
that one-fourth (25.3%) the American-bred cows fall 
the class 400 450 pounds. Nearly many Im- 
ported cows (23.4%) fall class lower (350 400 but 
then large number (21.2%) fall higher 
class, with production 500 550 pounds butter-fat.

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fat the milk, however, find that slightly favor 
the American-bred cows, the figures being 5.02% for them 
against 4.94% for the other words 
this means that while the average the milk the American 
cows slightly higher fat, the average fat production 
the Imported cows somewhat greater because greater 
amount milk produced. 

Turning our attention now the progeny these cows, 
interesting note how many offspring are ac- 
credited the dams each group. These statistics are pre- 
sented Figs. and Here the percentages dams pro- 
respective columns. The dotted line represents the percent- 
age dams which have produced the various numbers 
sons, while the percentage producing the same numbers 
daughters are indicated the broken line. These 
data are given for the Domestic cows Fig. and for the 
Imported dams Fig. The corresponding facts with 
respect total offspring produced the cows, includ- 
ing both sons and daughters, are represented the heavy 
unbroken line. When these two figures are compared—the 
dotted outline one with the dotted outline the other, 
and for the other outlines—I think will evident that 
the whole the greater bulk the enclosed area lies each 
case noticeably farther the right Fig. than Fig. 
This, interpreted, means, that larger percentage America- 
bred cows have higher numbers progeny their 
credit.

The average number sons the credit the Domes- 
tic dams 2.06 per cow; daughters, 3.13 per cow, 
making total average 5.19 offspring each Ameri- 
can-bred dam. The corresponding averages for the Imported 
cows are distinctly lower, being 1.77 sons and 2.68 
daughters, total 4.45 progeny per cow. 

Summing then the foregoing figures, they seem indi- 
cate that the average Guernsey cows imported this 
country, judged the lots selected, are somewhat higher 
producers milk and butter-fat than the Guernseys bred 
this country, spite the fact that the latter have slight 
advantage per cent. butter-fat the milk. the other 
hand, the native-bred stock make decidedly better showing 
with respect the number progeny they have pro- 
duced, both sons and daughters. The first the above 
conclusions might perhaps accounted for some extent 
the probably more vigorous slection made stock 
imported, and the fact that the average receives better 
attention after has reached here. The facts with respect 
offspring are not easily explained, and seem weigh 
decidedly favor the native cattle, any case, there 
seems indication the necessity continual impor- 
tation for the distinct purpose improving the stock already 
here, and breeder who has once established line Ameri- 
can Guernseys which are his liking should hesitate about 


introducing into his herd foreign type unless some distinct 
advantage clearly gained. 

connection with the discussion the need more exact, 
accurate knowledge the manner which the factors con- 
cerned the production milk and meat are inherited, 


may timely mention experiment which was started 


about year and half ago this Station. may seen 
from the examples given the earlier part this address, 
the inheritance characters can followed difinitely the 
progeny only when the parents are distinctly different with 
respect the characters question. Thus, for example, 
considering the inheritance black, cases were taken which 
black was bred red. For the same reason, and not with 
any notion producing new breed, this Station has under- 
taken experiment, mentioned, which animals dis- 
tinct beef type are crossed with others equally distinct 
dairy breed. this particular case, the breeds chosen were 
Jersey and Aberdeen Angus. far four calves have been 
produced—three heifers and bull.

Nutrients Feed May Rilma. 


recent letter from Professor Haecker 
will interest all who have studied 
the feed May Rilma.

Comparing this 
with the edible substance steers, 
find that the food value the milk solids 
yielded during the year equivalent 
thirty yearling steers weighing 500 
pounds each, five steers each weigh-

There rule, 
and there special secret that will make every advertise- 
ment pay. 

There are number things that help wonderfully, how- 
ever, and some these things help much more than others. 
One the features that everyone can use and that always 
adds the advertisement—providing the best used—is 
good photograph. 

Notice that say photograph. This means just what 
seems mean—it best use just one photograph 
ad. When more than one used, part the value each 
lost the counter attraction the other. the most 
value, the photograph must have both attractive value and 
convincing value. 

much the best plan concentrate—harp one point until 
that point driven home stay. doing this with photos, 
use one photo, and have that photo contain one animal. One 
animal, remember. That means: leave out all the back- 
ground such manure piles, rubbish, etc. means, leave 
out all other animals; don’t have the nose one showing 
one side the picture and the tail one just the edge 
the other. also means that the man who holding the 
animal should kept out the picture. 

know sheep breeder who has great many photos made 
his stock. Good stock, is, too—wins most the prizes— 
but can’t stand have picture made his farm un- 
less the central figure the picture. This makes 
counter attraction the picture that destroys least half 
its value ad. 

you are offering yourself for sale, would essential 
show your picture, but when you are offering Guernseys, 
show only the Guernseys. 

course, the ideal way show picture just what 
you wish sell, but that not always practical. costs 
more than you care pay make picture that will 
used only once. Usually, too, young stuff that you wish 
sell, and picture calf not always very conincing. 

The picture that draws good picture cow. pic- 
ture that shows well developed udder well developed 
cow will sell more stock than most any other kind pic- 
ture. The picture the sire does not convince much. 
And think the reason quite plain. The cow shows her 
milk producing qualities her conformation, but the bull 
does not show his value plainly. You must know some- 


men have searched for the one thing that makes 


thing his pedigree,and the records his mother and grand- 
mother. 


Unquestionably the most important part the dairy cow 
show photo the you don’t show that well, 
your argument weak. the reader imagines that the 
udder poorly developed and hid purpose, else 
unable decide its development because cannot see 
It. 


show the udder best advantage, the cow must stand 
with the foot next the camera set well back while the foot 
the opposite side just little forward. The front feet 
should placed naturally, and are best close together. 


perhaps needless say that the best time make 
photo dairy cow when her udder well filled. 
quite common see pictures really good cows that show 
very poor advantage, however, because the picture was 
made when the udder was empty. This makes the udder 
look small, and the effect the picture not the best. 
amount explanation will counteract this bad effect. 


you don’t have picture that will effective without 
explanations the unfortunate conditions under which 
the photo was made, don’t use the first impres- 
sion the reader receives that important. The picture itself 
must make that impression, the reading matter cannot it. 

Another common trouble with pictures, especially those 
made persons without experience, the cutting off the 
part the animal’s body. the feet are cut off, even the 
tip the tail, the picture better not used. course, the 
way avoid this allow plenty space the finder 
the camera when focused. 

Generally speaking, better make the pictures your- 
self, than hire photographer. There are some good live 
stock photographers the country, but they are far apart 
that not every breeder can have access The average 
portrait photographer, and indeed, many commercial pho- 
tographers cannot make good picture Guernsey cow. 
They not know enough about live stock realize just 
what good pose. 

you the work yourself, you can make the picture just 
when the animal her best, while you must wait for the 
photographer, may come the time when the cow not 
showing well, and course, you will not feel like having him 
come again for the expense would too great.

tests ever conducted any coun- 
try between breeds has been held 

the Jean DuLuth Stock Farm, which 
located about nine miles westward 
from Duluth.

The Red 
Polled heifers produced 471 pounds more 
milk than the Guernsey heifers, but the 
latter produced the average 27.7 more 
pounds butter fat. Since the last 
purchase the Guernseys, the difference 


‘in favor the Guernseys has increased, 


that the production butter from the 
Guernsey mature cows now exceeds the 
production from the Red Polls about 
100 pounds per cow. But make the 
comparison absolutely fair, some the 
best producers England should have 
been added the herd. Before the last 
purchase Guernseys was made the 
difference the production was not very 
marked. 

One item the comparison lacking, 
that is, the beef production. The de- 
mand for the Red Polled males has been 
such that none them have been grown 
for beef.

The Jersey fine butter cow; but 
nature and inheritance requires 
mild climate and more careful treatment 
produce the best results than some 
the hardier breeds, such the Ayr- 
shire, which originated the colder and 


more rugged country Scotland. The 
climatic conditions northern New 
Hampshire the White Mountain 


neighborhood, where farms 
cated, are not unlike those Scotland, 
adopted the Ayrshire breed, and 
raised them there for many years. like 
the Ayrshires for their hardiness, and the 
good quality their milk; but found 
that men had milking 
them account the smallness their 
teats, and also found that there was not 
good market for the increase 
herd—especially for young males— 
for Guernseys, which later adopted 
our breed.

very important that the ancestry the 
bull should traced exceptional cows 
the sides both the sire and the dam, 
that the qualities desired may 
nearly possible fixed dairy traits. 

Even after this careful selection the 
cows few bulls, even when bred the 
best cows, prove sires heifers 
that make better cows than their dams. 
When such bull used has gone 
down the road the butcher before the 
owner knows how great sire owned. 
the time heifer has had her second 
calf and shows her quality, the sire 
five years old. Among farmers not one 
bull hundred reaches such age; 
goes the butcher about three 
years old. male side has been 
entirely matter chance. 

The best the situation 
that Pennsylvania farmer who had 
been using Guernsey bulls for number 
years and had raised excellent herd 
cows. secured bull that proved 
exceedingly never giving any 
trouble; therefore became fixture. 
the time the oldest heifers sired 
him four year olds, they proved 
superior any lot ever raised the 
farm from any bull. But this man had 
nearly thirty heifers various ages from 
this bull that were taking the place the 
older cows. His valuable bull was, 
therefore, becoming useless him. The 
question arose what dowith the ani- 
mal. one wanted bull six seven 
years old; down the road went the 
best bull that had ever been that 
township. the same time more 
serious problem confronted this man— 
that securing bull which would 
least hold the ground gained, even 
there was improvement. 

The only solution the question 
the plan adopted many sections 
providing for high 
community interests. Let number 
farmers club together, each paying $25 
year, use $250 $500 year for five 
years purchasing the bést bull calf 
they can find each year, and see the re- 
sult the end six years. Keeping the 
bulls will not cost anyone much the 
bull does under present condition. The 
bulls proving great sires can 
shifted around and used for years. 
selecting bulls, sure the cows both 
sides back for several generations have 
been great milk and butter producers.—

The Value Cow. 


HERE are two factors that deter- 
mine the value cow every 
farmer. One the individuality 

the animal, and the other the way 
she fed. The real individuality the 
cow can found only after the farmer 
has taken care keep records her 
production and consumption. rule, 
any man with few cows can divide them 
into three lots according their produc- 
tion, their evident individuality. 
quite generally admitted that one- 
third the cows the country not 
pay for their keep, the second third 
little more than pay net profit, while 
the last one-third are the orfes that bring 
the average the entire herd. 

order get upon working basis, 
let figure that the poorest one-third 
the cows the average herd produce 
2,500 pounds milk year, which 
not far from being correct. this tests 
per cent will give 100 pounds but- 
ter fat. The second one third the cows 


will average 3,750 pounds milk testing 
per cent, which will yield 150 pounds 
butter fat, while the best one-third 
the cows will average 5,000 pounds

Quality Calves. 


Quality calves farther reaching 
than many realize, for unless they 
are possessed passable quality 
vain hope that they will high-class 
cows. There are many desirable quali- 
ties kept mind selecting them, 
and some them take astute judge 
identify—a far more astute judge 
than would take mark them the 
more matured animal. The essential 


characteristics make high-class 
animal are good breeding, approved 
stamp, fashionable color 


appearance. 

Breeding counts for good deal and 
shows more and more the calf grows 
But breeding cannot determined 
looking youngster. have had 
pretty little roan red calf, dropped 
from mongrel bred cow, one would 
need put the rearing pen, but time 
has told the truth, and poor third- 
class animal resulted. 

the quality breeding must 
know all about the sire the dam, 
for who knows what mongrel bull may 
have served very excellent cow, when 
the youngster picked auction. 

The real breeding and quality the 
cows begin show most strongly when 
they are about two old. Then the 
shrewd judge may read runs, the 
good bad qualities heifer steer. 

backed angular calf will never make 
creditable member the herd, mat- 
ter how well-bred. There sould well- 
shaped head, breedy neck, level top, 
well sprung ribs, and promises good 
development the udder. 

rule, the true color colors 
the breed the calf bred from the one 
desired, though there are exceptions. 
For instance, the rich roans, deep red and 
whites deep reds the short-horns 
are far preferred white, which, 
however, may correct. 

the general appearance the 
calf will strike the eye pleasing 
appearance. There should supple- 
ness and pleasing touch about the hide 
that tells healthiness and hardy con- 
stitution.

Finding the Profit Payers. 


Scales and Babcock test are necessary 
weeding out the cows that are not 
producing satisfactory profits, but these 
tell only half the story. Some cows give 
fairly large milk and butter yield, but 
are not economical producers. Others 
may give less milk, but are more economi- 
cal producers. 

After you have determined each cow’s 
individual output, you must have some 
way getting her individual cost 
food. Keep track the number 
pounds food and its market value, and 
the amount milk and butter, that 
you may figure what each pound but- 
ter costs, just the same you would 
figure you had separate account with 
each cow. 

weigh each cow’s milk feed each 
day would impractical for the average 
farmer, but weigh each milking one 
day week and weigh the food the 
same day would bring approximate re- 
sults, adequate for all practical purposes. 
course, the weighing hay and fod- 
der would not absolutely correct 
with the grain foods, yet would 
close enough. 

The thing are after determine 
which our cows are the lowest produc- 
ers under the same conditions. From 
the records kept during the year get the 
number pounds milk each produced, 
look the test, figure the number 
pounds butter, and then figure the cost 
producing each pound. 

Sell those cows that produce pound 
butter for cents and keep all that 
produce pound for cents. There 
are very few dairymen who are not keep- 
ing cows that require cents worth 
feed give the same returns other 
cows produce for cents.—Farm and 
Home. 


Weighing The Milk.

believe the efficiency tests, cow 
cow him and she good con- 
dition, she must give good milk. Often- 
times not date enough his 
methods even want test his cows 
keep their records. The man who 
thinks that some day will find out 
which cows are paying and which are not, 
imagines that keeping milk records 
difficult task, when really easy 
and simple matter. keep milk 
record producing cows have record 
sheet tacked upon the wall the cow 
barn. Have space the record sheet 
for each cow, with enough squares 
the line below her name for many 
records are needed during the month. 
Monthly records are best. They can 
filed for examination and comparison. 
not necessary test each cow’s 
milk every day. One day’s milk for each 
week will give good average monthly 
The monthly averages may 
averaged for the yearly average and 
total. Also not necessary test 
cow’s milk every week secure reason- 
ably accurate average for butter fat for 
the year. has been found scientific 
and practical experiments that testing 
cow’s milk once each month for butter 
fat will give practical results, even three 
four such tests during the year will 
prove very satisfactory cow will not 
vary the richness her milk any 
great extent toward the end her 
lactation period. 

Keeping milk records soon becomes 
interesting. Scales for the purpose 
should kept the barn the record 
sheet. The man interested his cows 
finds keen pleasure finding out how 
much each cow giving and eager 
weigh each milking. accurate 
way telling what you are doing and 
how much the cows are making from 
their feed. practice that pays 
well, eliminates the non-producers 
and gives the producing cow full credit.

the greatest questions con- 
fronting the inexperienced breeder 

concerning the establishment 
dairy herd the right selection the 
pure-bred sire. the one time dur- 
ing the establishment the herd that 
the breeder cannot make mistake 
without its costing him years labor, 
patience, great deal money, may 
the end result total failure. 

easy put abstract form those 
points which experienced breeder 
should seek find sire, but 
concrete, state explicitly those funda- 
mental characters which are found only 
the highest blooded stock, more 
difficult put such form for the be- 
ginner. 

There are two factors common the 
old established sire and the young un- 
proved male which their value can 
more less definitely determined. The 
first these two found the pedigree 
the animal has his dam’s and sire’s 
side some the best producers known 
the breed, with fluctuations, that is, 
ancestors which have been other than 
good exceptional, safe say 
whether young old that will, 
when mated with his equals, get good 
calves his ancestors have been 
getting. 

The other, much more uncertain 
and not wholly relaible factor, form. 
Form the only visible indication 
performance, and though animal with 
poor conformation may possess the power 
transmitting milking qualities his 
offspring, will surely transmit his poor 
form his get. far easier get 
good prices for well formed, attractive 
cattle than for pedigreed stock, es- 
pecially unproved animals undesirable 
conformation. 


For the young, uncapitalized, inex- 
perienced breeder the best method 
follow selecting his sire would 
find, possible, old proved animal 
which can service few years longer 
but which has more extensive breed- 
passed his years usefulness with 
with which will dispense for reason- 
able sum. The beginner then running 
but small risk and knows the true 
value his sire. 

There are two qualities which cover 
minor others which must possessed 
every pure-bred sire, whether young 
old, proved unproved. They are, 
first, the qualities which are found the 
conformation desirable animal, and 
include constitution, quality hair and 
skin, and such essential points are de- 
sirable the foundation stock any 
breed. 

The second, reproductive ability, in-
